The DISTRICT ATTORNEY cuiumeuced his 


opening statement. 
He eaid the complaint waa 


niailo under the 7th section of the Fugitive 
Act of IdS'), which he read.

ami symptithiziEg were guilty,ulthoiigh they did 
not actually commit violence. Tho District 
Attorney then read the account of the transac- 
tion giveu by thu Free Danwrut, whiuh had 
beun introduced in evidence. He said lie be- 
lieved the counsel for the defense would under- 
stand the points in the paper on which ho re- 
lied, uiid ulHO the law.

Mr. BOOTH then arose, and spoke aa follows:

The warrant fur my 
arrest chargM me—so the legal fiction runs— 
with " tiiilairftttly aiding anil abetting'' the es- 
apn of a human being trom bondage. 
My answer to thut charge is, thut it is wc( trite.

ns humauity dictates, and ns the pluinest \

So far, therefore, from 
nving to repruiich myself with what I have 
owe, I ought, perhaps, to blame myself tor ntit 
laving done more. Instead of keeping, as i 
mve done, stvicr.ly within the letter nf the law, 
lerhnps, 1 ought to have braved the penalty «f 
hose who broke open the jail.and net an exam- 
ile ot resistauoe to this Fugitive* Law, l>y aid- 
ng in the furoiMe rcHpue of Glover. 


But I kuew that hunmnbloodhounds were on 


ray track, ready and eager to pounce on mn with 


11 the authority and force of the General Gov- 
Tnment, and that the Federal Courts and the 
federal officials, who take so deep an interest 
n this prosecution, and whose sn^gentions hnvo 
•ocn so valuable to the prosecuting Attorney, 
would rrjoicy at an opportunity nf enforcing the 
tenaltj7 uf an infamous law, aftainst one who had 
lone his part to make that law odious to a lib- 
orty-luving people. I kuew thiit the Slave Pow- 
er would rejoice at an occasion, which would 
enable it to silence my press, wliilo theNubras* 
tit Iniqijity \\as svaitiug either for an igimlil* 
>irtb aud n premature baprium Hy faith-bveak- 
nc god-fatliers, or a hopeless death and an in- 
.'aiuous grave, and so I choif the path of pru- 
dence, and maintained an outward regard fiir a 
aw I inwardly loathed and abhorred, and treat- 
jd as u legal 'verity what I believe, in my in- 
:uost soul, to be a stupendous fraud, us wicked i 
as stupendous, and a nullity before God and 
Man. 


But I nm frank to say—aud tho prosecution 


may make the most of it—tlmt I sympathize 
vith the rescuers of Glover, and rejoice at his 
escape. I rejoice that, in the first attempt of 
ho Blave-hunturu to convert; our jail into a 
slave pen, and our citizens into slave-catchers, 
hey have-been signally foiled, und that it has 
been decided, by the spontaneous uprising arid 
sovereign voice of the people, that no human 
juing can be dragged into bondage, from Mil- 
waukee.

It is 
not because I atn specially guilty, or more guil- 
ty than hundreds, wbom the Slave-catcher's at- 
torney would not thmlt of prosecuting, but be- 
oauso it is desired to make an example of me, 
and the Slave Power wants me for a victim.— 
That power wishes to introduce the discipline 
of the slave plantation among the Editorial fra- 
ternity, to sileocs their voice in behalf of Free- 
dom, and therefore it cracks its lash, or gets the 
Dist. Attorney anil thia honorable Court to crack 
it, about my ears, as one thought to be most in 
need of such discipline. 
My conviction and 


punishment, it is hoped, will strike terror Into 
the heart* of the people, and compel them to 
stifle those feelings of humanity, implanted in 
every human soul, which prompt them to feed 
the hungry, clothe the naked, hide the outcast* 
and obey the commands of a merciful God, in- 
stead of the edicts of cruel and wicked men. 


I have doue nothing In this case, which, liv- 


ing, I could wish to forget, or, dying, I would 
wish to blot out of tho memory of mankind. 
Whatever mny be the finding of this Court, I 
stand acquitted in tlie judgment, in the hearts 
and consciences of all who love Freedom, and 
hate oppression—of all who stand for Order, 
regulated by righteous law—of all who value 
Republican institutions, and would transmit 
them pure and free, as a heritage, to their chil- 
dren—of all who icorn the ineffably mews and 
inhuman business of kidnapping and slave-catch- 
ing—of all who honor* manhood and despise 
hate sycophancy andtervilefawningtothe Slave 
Power, and of all who would die on the battle- 
field or on the gibbet,rather than sacrifice their 
conscience, deny their Maker, and surrender 
thoir liberties to the vilest despotism the sun 
ever shone upon. 


With these brief remarks, He ar& the defense 


of my case to my eonnsel, whose age, experi- 
ence, attainments, ability, and fidelity to Truth 
and Freedom, entitle hhn tb my fulles* confi- 
dence.

punishment is abolished than in States where 
it is retained. Ho then took up tho bible argu- 
ment of the advocates of the death penalty and 
gave it some very hard knocks. 


He snid it ia claimed that the law of Moses in 


binding upon upon us at this day. He thought 
not, if so none of the States cnrry it out, for 
that required the Yictira to be stoned to death. 
Ho thought his law binding no further than it 
corresponds with reason and humanity—that 
there is a law much superior to his, given by 
the pnrest being ever on this earth—a law ba- 
mane in all its precept*, which reverses the doc- 
trine ot an eye for eye, a tooth for a tooth, and 
life for life. Tbis is known as the new dispen- 
sation, and is much superior to the laws of mo- 
ses. 


He closed big remark! by reading some sta- 


tistics, showing there are less murders commit- 
ed in States where capital punishment is abol- 
ished than where it exists. He then read part 
of the article on capital punishment in Livings- 
ton's Law Mfigacine. 


Mr. Wright asked what book he was reading 


from. 


Mr. E. gave tbe authorities, saying he had re- 


ferred to tour authorities* the Old Testament, 
the New Testament, Bl&ckstooe, and Living- 
ton'! Magwine. 


I have given but a brief report of his remarks. 


He spoke until tho adjournment at noon. The 
bill was thu disposed of for to-day. 


The foot that murderers are bailed and run 


at large, will help the advocate* of capital pun- 
ishment in restoring the law. But it cannot 
make it a humane law, or a law promoting pub- 
lic month, but, on the contrary, It perpetrat«s 
the very crime it forbids people doing.
